General Welfare to Be Basis 


For Court Battle

“ The. congress shall have power 
to lay and collect taxes, duties, im­ 
posts and excises, to pay the debts 
and provide for the common de­ 
fense and general welfare x x x . * ' 
A discussion of thin clause oc­ 
cupied more than half of a 3811- 
page brief submitted yesterday In 
behalf 
of 
the 
processing taxes 
which the AAA lays on manufac­ 
ture of farm 
products 
to 
raise 
money to pay benefits to agricul­ 
ture. 
In defending a section 
of 
the 
bome owners loan act, the govern 
meat 
lawyers also 
stressed 
the 
clause, and much will be heard of 
it Dec. 19. when the power pro­ 
gram of the Roosevelt administra­ 
tion meets its test In arguments on 
the Tennessee Valley authority. 
The clause never has been Inter­ 
preted by the Supreme Court in a 
definitive way. the lawyers 
say. 
But they told the court that use 
of the tax revenues for rental and 
benefit payment* “ to bring about 
Increased farm income and a re­ 
surgence of business activity was 
clearly for the general welfare." 
The tax act, they also argued, Is 
valid because It is a "purely re­ 
venue measure” and thus within 
the taxing powers 
of 
congress.

Thankful For The Rescue 
It may bn gathered from some of the res­ 
olutions adopted by th* American Banker! 
ganociation that the kindness of tbs fed­ 
ora! government Is beginning to pall on 
the b a n k e rs a little. 
They are thankful 
for the rescue of a few years ago, but after 
all they can’t be expected to go on show­ 
ing gratitude the re st of their liven. 
They would prefer to return to their nor­ 
ma! ways. 
T hat would necensltate the fed­ 
eral government going hack to minding Its 
business and letting them alone—or com­ 
paratively alone. 
The fact of the m atter 
I*, lf they aren't given a chance to live 
their lives pretty soon, they will have no 
live* left to live. 
It’s highly Improbable the bankers 
are 
going to have their way. It wa* their hard 
luck to have to call on tho federal govern­ 
ment for help under circ*, rn a tan cee which 
dtdn t reflect any credit on either their In- 
tangence or their forealgbt. 
They were 
dee persia then, and they are uncomfort­ 
able now. 
Very likely they will continue 
to be uncomfortable, because once govern­ 
ment gets It* toe Into the door It doesn't 
back ooL 
Tho railroad! discovered that. 
long ago. 
They asked for assistance, and 
now they are on the verge of being taken 
oYsr by their reacnere. 


Foreign Policy 
For a relatively brief period problems of 
foreign policy have been disregarded gen­ 
erally In the United State*. 
Mr. Roo**- 
relt'a election in 1932 Inaugurated a period 
bf Intense attention to domestic affairs. 
Foreign policy, which seemed and Per­ 
haps wee so Important, In tbs period from 
1914 to 1983, ta coming to the tor* again, 
however. 
Th* United States Ie slowly be­ 
ginning to take notice of Its International 
position. 
Even the splendid isolation for which It 
yearn* Intermittently oould not be secured, 
except by a policy of intensive cultivation 
of isolation, which would fall, of course, 
under the classification of foreign policy. 
But Isolation Is 
primarily an attitude. 
There are more Immediate detail" for which 
specific solution* must be devised—neutral­ 
ity In th* war between Italjr end Ethiopia, 
for Instance, and the larger problem of neu­ 
trality In the event of a general European 
war. 
Such things have direct bearing on poli­ 
tics. 
Tho 
Roosevelt administration 
un­ 
doubtedly will attem pt to make an issue of 
Its foreign policy, though the terms of such 
an Issue at present cannot he ascertained. 
They will emerge, no doubt, during the 
next year. 
It remains to bo aeeu whether President 
Roosevelt, who has concentrated hts energy 
on domestic affairs up to this time, will 
s tu c k the problems of international rela­ 
tions with th* same characteristic methods 
he ha* used In developing hts new deal pro­ 
gram. 
His “quarterback'’ formula would 
be Interesting, for Instance. 


No Answer In Sight 
For many 
years wrestling and boxing 
fans, together with the muscular gentlemen 
who entertain them on canvas, hare been 
arguing about the re la tiv e effectiveness of 
wrestlers and boxers. 
They have arrived 
exactly nowhere. 
Now emerges one King Levlnsky from the 
first long shadow* of obscurity to say the 
thing ie si fog to he settled once and for 
all. 
The King, a widely known boxer, Is 
going into tho wrestling gnme. 
It Is, he 
says, the “softest touch” ever offered him 
In his athletic career. 
For the benefit of 
those who want lo keep posted. Levlnsky's 
first match as a wrestler In scheduled for 
next Tuesday uiitht in St. Louis. 
Unfortunately, theres a catch In It. 
It 
would require a good boxer against a good 
wrestler to prove arn thing, and the King s 
opponent, Ray 
Steele, is a pretty good 
wrestler. 
Resides, King Lennsky isn’t go­ 
ing to box Steele hut wrestle with him. 
lf 
an opinion means anything, the whole thing 
had better he tailed off. 
The only thing It 
can prove is that there are plenty of suck 
ors in the world, and boxing and wrestling 
prom oters already know that. 


They ar* all excellent states. 
The country 
thinks of them often. 
Yet, there occurs once In a while some 
incident, usually trivial, which reveals a 
strange mode of thought. 
One man s opin­ 
ions and gestures do not mean, of course, 
that a whole region, a state or any part 
thereof feel the same way, btu one man s 
opinions and gestures may he the reflection 
of many opinions and gestures. 


There is, for instance, the proposal by 
Col. William H. Evans, federal housing su­ 
pervisor for California, candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for governor last 
year and a man of many accomplishments 
—th# proposal for a Pacific coast White 
House, to be occupied three months a year 
by the President and hts advisers. 
The 
colonel 
s a y s 
White House-oMhe Pacific 
associations will he organised In all west­ 
ern states. 
It appears that the President 
of the United States Is going to have, to go 
west w hether or not be wants lo go. 
Evi­ 
dently, Col. Evans is willing to put the 
whole m atter on a basis of coercion. 
This la a severe disappointment. 
The 
Pacific coast has been the mecca of retir­ 
ed farm ers and eastern vacationists be­ 
cause It wasn’t Just everybody who could 
go there. That was sound sales psychology. 
The hint of coercion In the Pacific coast 
White House Is completely unsound. 
The 
California boosters had better get a muzzle 
on Col. Evans before he makes trouble. 


The Paragon 
The wind whistles around the corner of 
the house. 
Passersby seem to be trying to 
withdraw Into their upturned collars. 
The 
big trees creak a* they bend before the 
first big cold wave. 
The west rooms ar# cold and the east 
ones warm as the chill air begins to com pil­ 
eate the heating problem.

thermometer is going to go down to zero. 
Our first choice for the paragon of pre­ 
caution la. however, the fellow who cen re­ 
lax and smile comfortably when the other* 
talk about tb s possibility of their automo­ 
bile radiator* freezing up.

The Good Side 
Staying on th* good aide of the federal 
government isn't a new idea, not by any 
means. 
But lt'a an idea that bobs up in 
new forms all the time, and the newest one 
is of more than ordinary significance. 
The federal government 
is 
struggling 
with tho problem of neutrality, trying to 
get (he jump on It aa tho next European 
war begins to lakn shape, Instead of wait­ 
ing until Its too late to preserve neutrality. 
Naturally, the principal difficulty with neu­ 
trality is foreign trade, It isn t possible to 
sail guns and bombs lo a nation at war and 
still claim neutrality. 
Olina and bombs, however, are compara­ 
tively simple articles to keep track of. 
More difficult by far are things like cotton, 
oil, scrap Iron, trucks, tractors and food­ 
stuffs—all ae essential in war as gunpow­ 
der, yet not necessarily related to militar­ 
ism. 
How can the government prevent pri­ 
vate firms from exporting such things to 
italy, for Instance? 
The government, itself, doesn't 
know. 
Certain things are obvious, however. 
For 
Instance, if the government were to make 
It plain that Its own business would be giv­ 
en In the future only to firms that were 
willing to cooperate in a policy of Isolation, 
many firms would decide to stay on the 
good side of the government. 
That Is pre­ 
cisely what the government is doing. 
It 
seems to prove there still is more I Uh ii one 
way to skjn a cat, if yon really want lo get 
the skin off. 


Not Forgotten 
The west copst region of the United 
States shows signs occasionally of an in­ 
feriority complex. 
There Is no single re­ 
gion of the United States which seems to 
have a higher opinion of Itself, yet the west 
coast has picked ap the notion somewhere 
that other regions are laughing and sneer­ 
ing when its back is turned. 
That’s not the case at all. The west coast 
is a fine place. Millions of Americans would 
go out there to live, lf they could make the 
necessary arrangements. 
Most of them, of 
course, would go to California, but Oregon 
would t a t their share.

COLD WEATHER usually ushers 
In many running noses and cold* 
for tho young children, particularly 
between tho ago* of two and alt 
years.

health by climatic changes. 
Of all the Infections of the upper 
air passages, few are more alarm ­

The attack may come on during 
the night, 
in th a t event the child 
is awakened from sleep by a bark­ 
ing cough. This becomes more And 
more annoying and Interferes with 
breathing. In severe cases the child 
actually appears to be choking. 
Try not to become excited, 
ba- 
cause your anxiety upsets the child 
and this promotes further spasms, 
with Increasing difficulty In breath­ 
ing. 
The 
poor youngster needs 
your help and encouragement. 
In a severe case It Is best to place 
the child In a hot hath. Make sure 
It Is not too hot, testing the tem per­ 
ature by putting your elbow in the 
water. An older child may be given 
a hot footbath to which a teaspoon 
of mustard has been added.

differs 
from 
whooping 
cough In that attack la not pro­ 
longed. Few cases of croup last for 
more than 
a 
day or two. while 
whooping cough may last for sev­ 
eral weeks. 
In fact, some casse 
persist for months. 
Like croup, whooping cough is an 
annoying disorder, with swelling 
and irritation of the membrane lin­ 
ing the throat and windpipe. 
The 
symptoms of 
whooping cough ars 
due to an infection by a specific 
germ. Following the Inflammation, 
mucus accum ulates and Interferes 
with normal breathing. 
Highly Contagious 
The most characteristic symptom 
of this Infection Is the regular repe­ 
tition of 
violent spasm s of cough 
fug.
